ORDER 
In the Inspection Report on grant- in -aid accounts of the Kerala 
Sports Council forwarded with the letter read as first paper the Accountant 
Generalmooted the idea of reckoning the income of the Sports Council 
under " Miscellaneous Receipts" (Gate collections etc.) in fixing the grants 
payable to the Council. The Kerala Sports Council receives an annual 
grant from Government on the basis of the estimated expenditure subject to 
the provision in the budget under “ 7 ! (Misc .) (f) (viii ) Contribution try 
Kerala Sports Council" . At present there are no rules governing the 
ment of grants to the Kerala Sports Council. The Governinent after h 
examined the question in consultation with Examiner of Local Fund Acco 
and the Finance Department, are pleased to issue the accompanying 
or regulating the payment of annual grant to the Kerala Sporis Council . 
Rules for the payment of annual grant to the 

Kerala Sports Council. 
Rule 1.- Subject to provision in the S.ate budget, an annual grant 
will be payable by Gove nment to che Kerala Sports Council on the basis 
of its net estimated expenditure for each financial year. 

Rule 2. - The annual giant will be payable in one instalment after 
the budget estima es of the Kerala Sports Council for the year are approvei 
and release of the grant is sanctioned by Government. The annual budget 
estimates of the Kerala Sports Council shall be submitted to Government 
for approval on or before 30th April of each financial year . 
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Rule 3. - The budget estimates of the Kerala Sports Council shall on 
the expenditure side, provide for the pay and allowances of its establish 
ments, furniture and office equipments , athletic equipments, electric fittings 
and their replacements, water and lighting chargesz-books and periodicals, 
printing and stationery charges, postage telegram and telephone charges , 
other items ofoffice expenses, if any, expenses on indoor recreation centre 
Sports festivals , grants to District Councils and other affiliated bodies , Sports 
Clubs, maintenance charges including rept payable on the Sports Council 
buildings and such other items of expenditure as may be necessary for carry . 
ing on its activities and on the receipts side, take credit for all items of it 
anticipated revenue like gate collections, rent and hire charges of accommo 
dation furniture etc., games fees, contributions and donations, sale proceeds 
of unwanted articles and other items of receipts of a miscellaneous nature . 

Rule 4. - The amount of annual grant shall be fixed by reducing from 
the estimated annual expenditure of the Kerala Sports Council for the year, 
as approved by Goveriment, its estimated annual revenue, excluding 
Government grants. The estimated annual revenue of the Kerala Sports 
Council shall for this purpose be the average of the receipts other than 
Government grants, actually realised during the three years preceding the 
year for which the annual grant is payable or the anticipated receipts for 
that particular year ; whichever is higher. 

Rule 5. — The surplus of the receipts of the Kerala Sports Council over 
its expenditure including unutilised balances of the grants paid by Govern . 
ment during the financial year, shall, after the accounts for that year are 
closed , be transferred to a Reserve Fund to be constituted for meeting the 
Revenue deficits , if any, in succeeding years and /or for utilisation in 
furtherance of the objectives of the Kerala Sports Council in accordance 
with the rules approved by it . 

Rule 6. - Government will have the discretion to alter or amend the 
regulating the payment of annual grant to the Kerala Sports Council 

sanction besides the annual grant, the payment of any ad hoc grant 
Kerala Sports Council for specific purposes or objects.

The following draft of certain rules which the Government of Kerala 
propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 129 of the 
Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 ( Act 32 of 1960) is hereby published for general 
information as required by sub -section (2) of section 130 of the said Act and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up for consideration 
on or after 30-10-1964. 

Any suggestion or objection which may be received from any person 
with respect to the said draft before the date specified above, will be con 
sidered by the Government. Objections and suggestions shall be addressed 
to the Joint Development Commissioner and Joint Secretary to Government, 
Agriculture and Rural Development Department, Secretariat, Trivandrum . 

DRAFT RULES. 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats (Grant- in -aid ) Rules, 1964 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 

2. Conditions for payment of grants. The payment of grants under these 
rules shall be subject to the following conditions; namely : 

(i) Grants shall ordinarily be given only to institutions or special 
committees constituted for carrying out specific items of works of public 
importance. 

(ü ) grants shall not be sanctioned for starting any activity, but shall 
only be granted for furthering the activities which have already been 
organised and started ; 

(iii ) grants shall ordinarily be given only for capital items of ex 
penditure and not for meeting expenditure of a contingent and recurring 
nature ; 

( iv ) no grant amount shall ordinarily exceed 50 per cent of the 
amount involved towards expenditure under the item for which the grant is 
sanctioned ; 

(v ) grants sanctioned for public works carried out by interested 
parties and beneficiaries shall be subject to production of completion certifi 
ca tes from a competent engincer not below the rank of a Junior Engineer ; 
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gam -in -aid for 

Tor purpose of medical relief shall not be paid to 
any private institution unless the following conditions are satisfied , 
namely : 

(a ) the institution is recognised either by the Government or by an 
authority empowered by the Government to grant such recognition ; 

(b ) it employs only registered medical practitioners ; 

(c ) it is subject to periodical inspection by such officers as the 
Government may specify in this behalf ; 

( d ) free treatment is given in the institution to necessitous poor 
living in the Panchayat area ; 

( e) the area served by the institution is not adequately served by 
any other medical institution maintaincd or aided by the Government or a 
Panchayat. 

Note : -In deciding whcther an area is adequately served by any medical , 
institution maintained or aided by the Government or a Panchayat, regard 
shall be had to the number of institutions in the area , their proximity with 
cach other and the nature of the services rendered by him . The number of 
the institutions and their proximity with cach other will depend upon the 
density of population in the area and the volume of service rendered as 
judged by the number of patients treated , in view of the different nature of 
the services rendered by allopathic, ayurvedic or homeopathic systems, 
proximity of an allopathic institution should not be a bar to the opening of 
an ayurvedic or homeopathic medical institution in the area . Subject to 
these considerations, it may be laid down as a general rule that medical 
institutions should not be opened within three miles of each other . 

(f) In the case of an allopathic institution , the previous approval 
of the District Medical Officer of the Health Services Department is obtained 
for the payment of the grant-in -aid ; 

(vii) grants to stud bulls , stud goats, etc., shall be restricted to 
recognised breeds; 

(viii) when sanctioning grants to institutions, the Panchayats shall 
see that such Institutions satisfy the following conditions, namely : 

(a ) the institutions are rendering services which are the functions 
of the Panchayat under the Kerala Panchayats Act or rules made there 
under ; and 

(b ) the institutions are serving the people within the jurisdiction of 
the Panchayat. 

3. Power of Deputy Director to stop payment of grants.- The Deputy Director 
shall be competent to stop the payment of any grant sanctioned by the 
Panchayat under these rules if he is satisfied on enquiry , that the institution 
or person does not deserve the grant and that there is the possibility of the 
grant being misused .

4. No Grant to be sanctioned when Panchayat has no yunus w 
expenditure.- (1) No grant shall be sanctioned by a Panchayat when the 
Panchayat has not enough funds to meet its obligatory expenditure for 
which provision has been made in the budget of the Panchayat. 

2. Grants shall be paid only after necessary provision is made in the 
Budget Estimates of the Panchayats and when the estimates provide for the 
prescribed minimum closing balance. 

5. Report of the executive authority to be the basis for sanctioning grants. 
Before sanctioning any grant, the Panchayat shall require the executive 
authority to inspect the institution or work for which the grant is proposed 
to be given and to make a report to the Panchayat regarding the eligibility 
for the grant. Such report shall also contain details about the availability 
of funds for the grant. The report shall form the basis for the sanction of 
the grant. 

6. Grants for relief measures.-- Grants sanctioned for relief measures in con 
nection with natural calamities shall be exempt from the provisions of these 
rules , except rule 5 .

1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats (Grant-in -aid ) Rules, 1964. 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Conditions for payment of grants. The payment of grants under these 
rules shall be subject to the following conditions ; namely : 

(i) Grants shall ordinarily be given only to institutions or special 
committees constituted for carrying out specific items of works of public 
importance. 

( ii ) grants shall not be sanctioned for starting any activity, but shall 
only be granted for furthering the activities which have already been 
organised and started ; 

( iii) grants shall ordinarily be given only for capital items of ex 
penditure and not formeeting expenditure of a contingent and recurring 
nature ; 

(iv) no grant amount shall ordinarily exceed 50 per cent of the 
amount involved towards expenditure under the item for which the grant is 
sanctioned ; 

(v) grants sanctioned for public works carried out by interested 
parties and beneficiaries shall be subject to production of completion certifi 
ca tes from a competent engineer not below the rank of a Junior Engineer; 
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(vi) grant- in -aid for purpose of medical relief shall not be paid to 
any private institution unless the following conditions are satisfied , 
namely 

(a ) the institution is recognised either by the Government or by an 
authority empowered by the Government to grant such recognition ; 

(b ) it employs only registered medical practitioners ; 

(c ) it is subject to periodical inspection by such officers as the 
Government may specify in this behalf ; 

(d ) free treatment is given in the institution to necessitous poor 
living in the Panchayat area ; 

(c) the area served by the institution is not adequately served by 
any other medical institution maintained or aided by the Government or a 
Panchayat. 

Note : -In deciding whether an area is adequately served by any medical 
institution maintained or aided by the Governinent or a Panchayat, regard 
shall be had to the number of institutions in the area , their proximity with 
cach other and the nature of the services rendered by him . The number of 
the institutions and their proximity with each other will depend upon the 
density of population in the area and the volume of service rendered as 
judged by the number of patients treated , in view of the different nature of 
the services rendered by allopathic , ayurvedic or homeopathic systems, 
proximity of an allopathic institution should not be a bar to the opening of 
an ayurvedic or homeopathic medical institution in the area . Subject to 
these considerations, it may be laid down as a general rule that medical 
institutions should not be opened within three miles of each other . 

(f) In the case ofan allopathic institution , the previous approval 
of the District Medical Officer of the Health Services Department is obtained 
for the payment of the grant-in -aid ; 

(vii ) grants to stud bulls, stud goats, etc., shall be restricted to 
recognised breeds; 

( viii) when sanctioning grants to institutions, the Panchayats shall 
sec that such institutions satisfy the following conditions, namely : 

(a ) the institutions are rendering services which are the functions 
of the Panchayat under the Kerala Panchayats Act or rules made there 
under ; and 

(b ) the institutions are serving the people within the jurisdiction of 
the Panchayat. 

3. Power of Deputy Director to stop payment of grants.-- The Deputy Director 
shall be competent to stop the payment of any grant sanctioned by the 
Panchayat under these rules if he is satisfied on enquiry, that the institution 
or person does not deserve the grant and that there is the possibility of the 
grant being misused . 


4. No Grant to be sanctioned when Panchayal has no funds to meet obligatory 
expenditure .- (1) No grant shall be sanctioned by a Panchayat when the 
Panchayat has not enough funds to meet its obligatory expenditure for 
which provision has been made in the budget of the Panchayat. 

2. Grants shall be paid only after necessary provision ismade in the 
Budget Estimates of the Panchayats and when the estimates provide for the 
prescribed minimum closing balance . 

5. Report of the executive authority to be the basis for sanctioning grants. 
Before sanctioning any grant, the Panchayat shall require the executive 
authority to inspect the institution or work for which the grant is proposed 
to be given and to make a report to the Panchayat regarding the eligibility 
for the grant. Such report shall also contain details about the availability 
of funds for the grant. The report shall form the basis for the sanction of 
the grant. 

6. Grants for relief measures. - Grants sanctioned for relief measures in con 
nection with natural calamities shall be exempt from the provisions of these 
rules, except rule 5 .

ORDER 
The Special Officer (Education ) and Ex-Officio Joint Secretary to 
Government has, in his report to Government, given detailed proposals for 
re -organising the Directorate of Public Instruction including the Examina 
tions and Text Book branches. Government have carefully considered the 
recommendations of the Special Officer and are pleased to issue the following 
orders : 

1. Office of the Director of Public Instruction :-(a ) The various Sections in 
the Office of the Director of Public Instruction will be rcorganised as recom 
mended by the Special Officer. The re-organised set up of the Sections is 
indicated in Appendix I to this order . The distribution of work among 
the Sections will be generally as detailed in the Report of the Special Officer, 
extract of which is forwarded to the Director of Public Instruction . Under 
the re-organised set up, there will be 16 Superintendents and 97 Clerks in the 
Director s Office. The existing strength is 16 Superintendents and 99 Clerks 
including one Cashier. ( The temporary posts of one Junior Superintendent, 
4 Clerks and one typist sanctioned in G.O.MS. 459 / Edn. dated 29-8-1964 
for the unification and fixation of pay of Aided School Teachers in Malabar 
Kasargod area have not been taken into account; these posts will continue 
for the sanctioned period ). The two surplus posts of Clerks are abolished . 
There will be no separate Cashier under the re-organised set up. The work 
relating to cash will be entrusted to a Clerk in the (K ) Section of the Office, 
after getting necessary security . 

(b ) The Special Officer s recommendation to appoint intermediary 
officers between the ministerial Section heads and the Officers athigher level 
in order that the higher officers may devote more time and better attention 
for important and policy matters is accepted ; and sanction is accorded for 
the creation of the following posts : 
(i) Assistant Director 

1 on Rs. 300-550 
(ii) Administrative Assistant 

1 on Rs. 300-550 
(iii) Accounts Officer in the category of 

Financial Assistant Grade I 1 on Rs. 475-700 
( iv) Peons 

3 on Rs. 30-10 (one 

each for the three officers) . 
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The Planning Assistant will be re-designated as Assistant Director 
( Planning) . The Assistant Directors, the Administrative Assistant and the 
Accounts Officer will be immediately subordinate the Deputy Director, 
the Administrative Officer and the Finance Officer, respectively and will 
have powers to dispose of routine matters in their respective charges. The 
distribution of work among the officers in the Directorate will be broadly as 
indicated in the Report of the Special Officer . 

(c ) Vigilance work now attended to by the Director , bureau of 
Educational Research and Services will, hereafter, be attended to by the 
Administrative Officer. 

(d ) With the appointment of the Accounts Officer under him , the 
Finance Officer will take over the work of supervision and control of audit 
now being attended to by the Assistant Accounts Officer and the S. A. S. 
Superintendent on deputation from the Accountant General s Office . The 
residual work ofthe Accounts Officer, Pay Fixation and the Special Officer , 
P. S. S. Scheme will also be taken over by the Finance Officer . 

The tem 
porary posts of Accounts Officer, Pay Fixation and the Special Officer , 
P.S. S. Scheme will stand abolished when the Accounts Officer assumes 
charge . Orders regarding the termination of the deputation of the Assistant 
Accounts Officer and S. A. S. Superintendent will issue separately in consul 
tation with the Accountant General. The work of supervision and control of 
audit will be taken over by Finance Officer only on termination of their 
deputation . 

(e) The post of Fair - copy Superintendent and all the existing posts 
of Typists will continue. The personal staff of the Director will also 
continue as such . 

(f) The posts of Hindi Special Officer and Law Officer will be 
continued as a permanent arrangement. 

The Special pay of Rs. 30 per 
mensem given to the Law Officer will be raised to Rs. 50 per mensem . 

2 . Examination Wing . - Government accept the recommendations of the 
Special Officer for the re-organisations of the Examination wing and order as 
follows: 

(a) Examination Wing will function as a separate unit of the Depart 
ment of Public Instruction . For purposes of promotion and postings the 
staff of the Examination Wing will be treated as part of the Departmental 
staff, 

(b ) Under the reorganised set up there will be a Commissioner for 
Government Examinations. The Director of Public Instruction will be the 
Con :missioner. He will be assisted by a Deputy Commissioner for Govern 
ment Examinations, who will be in immediate charge of the Examination 
Wing: The Deputy Commissioner will dispose of all matters concerning 
Examinations except important and policy matters. 

(c) A post of Deputy Commissioner for Government Examinations 
on Rs. 500-800 is therefore created .

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(d ) The post of the Secretary , Doar o PALICIA 
designated as the Secretary to the Commissioner for Government Examina 
tions. He will also function as Secretary to the Board of Examinations. 

(e) Sections in the Examination Wing will be re-organised as indi 
cated in Appendix II to this order. The following additional posts are 
sanctioned for this purpose :

Reorganisation of the Directorate (1) Office of the Director of Public 
Ins ruction ." 

4. Text Book Branch.- (a ) Government accept the recommendations 
of the Special Officer in regard to the Re-organisation and strengthening of 
the Text Book Branch and sanction the creation of the following posts : 

1. Junior Superintendent (For audit) 1 on Rs. 150-250 
2. Upper Division Accountant 1 on Rs. 80-180 
3. Lower Division Clerks 

3 on Rs. 40-120 
With the above additional posts , the position of the ministerial and 
supervisory staff in the Text Book Office will be as given in Appendix 
III to this order. The Sections of the Office will be arranged as indicated 
in the Report of the Special Oficer, relevant extract of which is forwarded 
to the Director of Public Instruction .

ORDER 
According to Rule 280 (a ) Kerala Treasury Code Vol. I pensioners, 
who do not appear in person to receive payment, but draw pension as pro 
vided in rule 276 ibid , have to attend personally at the Treasury for 
identification once a year. The Director of Treasuries in his letter read as 
1st paper above, has pointed out that mustering of all such persons is seen 
done in April every year and that the rush for mustering and long queues in 
April can be avoided if the schedule of mustering is staggered in an apprc 
priate manner. 

He has therefore suggested that he mustering may be done 
in any month of the year, provided that the interval between two consecu 
tive musterings does not exceed twelve months. Government accept the 
proposal of the Director of Treasuries and they order accordingly. 

2. In the case of pensioners who are exempt from personal appearance 
under rule 275 and in the case of those who are unable to appear perso 
nally at the treasury on account of bodily illness or infirmity , rule 280 (a ) 
K. 1. C. provides that the Treasury Officer shall obtain necessary inde 
pendent proof of the Pensioner s existence by some suitable method. It is 
reported that the practice in vogue in Malabar area was to conduct house 
mustering by the Tahsildars, when treasuries were under the Revenue 
Department. The Director of Treasuries has suggested that the independent 
proof need not take the fo:m of house mustering, butmay be in the fo.m of 
a certificate to be obtained from the Village Oficer Sub Registrar, or a

Police Officer not below the rank of a Sub Inspector, with office seal duly 
affixed to it. Government are pleased to approve the suggestion of the 
Director of Treasuries with the modification that the certificate of any 
gazetted officer (with office seal duly affixed to it) may also be accepted and 
they order that such certificate will be accepted as independent proof for 
purposes of Rule 280 (a ) K , T. C. 

3. It is laid down in rule 280 (a ) K. T. C. Vol. I that in cases where 
the pensioner is unable to appear personally at the Treasury on account of 
bodily illness or infirmity, the disbursing officer shall require adequate proof 
for such inability to be furnished once a year. Government direct that the 
certificates provided for under rule 117 Part I K. S. R. will be acceptable 
as " adequate proof” of such inability . 

4. The Secretary , Board of Revenue, Inspector-General of Police 
Inspector General of Registration , Director of Indigenous Medicines and 
Director of Health Services are requested to issue necessary instructions to 
their subordinates, so that the pensioners are not put to any difficulty when 
they approach the officers for the certificates mentioned in paras 2 and 3, 
above .

1. Openers. - Landed yarn is taken out from the godowns to the open 
yard by the Openers up to a radius of 45 meters from the godown . 

Country bundles are untied , opened and spread in the sun for drying, 
the hanks are turned when necessary whilst drying . All defective yarn , 
damaged yarn , lashings, cutchra etc., is to be removed and returned to 
stacks into any godown within a radius of45 meters. 

Hanks of the same colour and thickness are to be tied into small 
bunches after drying .

This monsoon allowance is partur 
the yarn handled whether it is actually raining or not. During the other 
times of the year, should there by any rainfall , then the Openers must take 
in yarn from the open or cover with Tarpaulins, so that it does not become 
damaged as required by the Management. No allowance will be paid for 
this work. The spreading of Tarpaulins for drying purposes during the non 
monsoon period will be arranged by theManagement. 

2. Examiners. This work will be entrusted to daily- paid workers. 
Since these workers will be acting in a supervisory capacity, the number 
engaged will be at the discretion of the Management . Where examiners are 
at present engaged on piece work , they may be appointed to the daily paid 
section or transferred to a no less remunerative piece work . 

3. Sizers.- Sizers sort the yarn according to thickness into different 
heaps. 

4. Carriers. - Carriers carry the sized yarn to the sorters within a radius 
of 45 metres of the sizing place. The yarn should be carried either within the 
godown , or from godown to godown or to the open yard, provided that the 
the distance is no further than 45 meters radius of the sizing place . 

Unmatchable or rejection yarn , other than bundled yarn is to be 
removed from the sorting place and put into heaps within a radius of 
45 metres. 

5. Sorters . The sorters sort yarn according to colour, thickness, and 
twist into rows for preparing for bundling . They remove all defective or 
unmatchable yarn into separate heaps. They place the sorted hanks on to 
the lashing in sufficient quantities to make of an outturn of 51 kilogramsof 
rehanked yarn. 

They supply yarn at the time of weighing over for rehanking to make 
up the necessary weight. Excess of unmatched hanks should be removed and 
taken back into the godowns. 

6. Helpers.-- In some Establishments , helpers arc employed in sizing 
and sorting sections. In such cases, the group wages should be distributed 
on the basis of 65 % to the Sizer or to the Sorter and 35 % to thc Helper. 

7. Aloe Yarn.The rates for opening , sizing , sorting etc. of Aloc yarn 
are the same as Anjengo Yarn . 

8. The rates for opening, carrying sizing and sorting rehanked yarn 
both bleached and unbleached , shall be the same as applicable to ordinary 
Hanks, but in case any employer does not wish to carry out these items of 
work on piece rate themselves, he shall employ the respective workers and 
in such cases the wage rates shall be the same as given in the beginning of 
the schedule 

Openers are paid on a wet yarn basis and the Sizers, Carriers and 
Sorters on a dry yarn basis.

RULES 
For the grant of financial assistance to Co-operative Societies 

in Gramdan Villages and Bhoodan Areas 
1. Title : These rules may be called " Rules for the grant of financial 
assistance to Co-operative Societies in Grandan Villages and Bhoodan areas , 
1964" . 

2. Purposes of financial assistance: - Financial assistance may be granted 
to Co-operative Societies in Gramdan Villages and Bhoodan areas for the 
following purposes: 
(a ) Short and medium term loans for implementation of the produc. 

tion programme ; 
(b ) where necessary, loans and subsidies, according to the pattern of 

settlement of landless labour, co -operative scheme, etc., for the 

itemsmentioned below : 
(i) Land reclamation ; 
(ii ) Land improvement including layout, contour bunding, 

fencing , construction of wells , improvement of irrigation 

facilities, etc.; 
(iii) Purchase of bullocks, carts, agricultural implements, seeds, 

fertilisers, etc. essential for improved agricultural production ; 
(iv ) Construction of cattle-shed and godown. 
3. Ratio between loans and grants : - The overall ratio between loans and 
grants under this scheme will be 80:20. The financial assistance u der 
these rules would be available for purposes that have a direct bearing on 
agricultural production . 

4. Filing of applications: - Applications for loan shall be in the form in 
Appendix I and accompanied by the following : 

(a) Copies ofthe latest balance sheet of Co-operative ciety . 
(b ) Details of all the loans taken and the amount outstanding . 
(c) A detailed statement of the purpose for which the loan isapplied 

for. 
( d ) A copy of the bye-laws in respect of the Co-operative Society and 

a resolution of the Board of Directors of the Society containing 
(i) a request for the loan , 

( ii) the amount of the loan required ,

(iv ) an undertaking to abide by these rules and any conditions 
that may be prescribed by Government. 

an authorisation to the President to apply for the loan , 

(vi ) an undertaking that the loan amount if advanced , shall be 
invested in a local treasury, or in a co-operative bank , in the name of the 
society and operated upon by the President of the Societ, according to 
necessity on cheques countersigned by the Deputy Registrar of Co -operative 
Societies having jurisdiction over the society . 

Note : When a resolution of the Board of Directors of the society is 
forwarded along with the application for the loan , it has to be specified 
whether the resolution has been passed unanimously , and if not, the number 
of Directors agreed and the number disagreed . 

(e) Design , Estimate etc., of the land improvement work if any, 

(1) A declaration given by the Bhoodan Yagna board about the 
validity of the Gramdan or Bhoodan and registration as such in the revenue 
records. 

5. Scrutiny of applications: - The Registrar or Deputy Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies shall immediately on receipt of the application , satisfy 
himself that all columns in the application have been filled in and all the 
documents have been received . After the scrutiny of the application and 
the rectification of the defects, he shall conduct such confidential enquiries 
as are necessary regardiog the performance of the society in respect of the 
loan or grant received from any other source and if satisfied about the 
financial position of the society , he shall call for the declaration given by the 
Bhoodan Yagna Board about the validity of the Gramdan or Bhoodan land 
offered as security , 

6. Enquiry to be made:—The Registrar or Deputy Registrar of Co 
operative Societies shall, on receipt of the above records, arrange for the 
purpose and bonafides of the application being enquired into and also 
examine the economics and soundness of the scheme and record his certificate 
as to the value of the assets, the solvency of the society, its repaying capacity 
and the eligibility of the society for the loan . 

7. Powers of Registrar of Co-operative Societies to sanction loans and grants : 
If the Registrar of Co-operative Societies is satisfied about the reason 
ableness and necessity for the financial assistance he shall sanction the loan 
to the maximum extent of Rs. 8,000 and subsidy to the extent of Rs. 2,000 to 
each society . 

9. Cases in which loans are sanctioned by Govt .: - Ordinarily loans may be 
sanctioned as indicated below : 

Loan equal to the value of the assets of the society subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 50,000 subject to the limit of their borrowing power as specified in 
the bye-laws may be granted . Assets for this purpose may mcan the total 


existing assets together with the assets that may be acquired minu vuta 
standing liabilities. Loans above Rs. 8000 will be sanctioned by Govern . 
ment on the recommendation of the Registrar of Co -operative Societies. 

9. Loans for purchase ofmachinery : - Where the loan amount is used for 
the purchase of machinery, tools and /or equipment, themachinery, tools 
and /or equipment shall be mortgaged to Government along with other 
securities. 

10. Creation of lien on the lands allotted . - Every Co-operative Society 
receiving a loan should repay the loan amount as specified in these rules. 
The Kerala Sarvodaya Mandal shall create a lien on the lands allotted to the 
Societies in favour of the Government till the loan with interest is fully 
repaid . 

11. Interest to be paid : - .The loan shall bear interest calculated at 51 % 
per annum or such other rate as may be fixed from time to time. Penal 
interest at the rate of 21 % shall be charged on all over -due instalnients from 
the due date to the date of actual payment. 

12. Execution of documents and drawal of loans:-After ihc loanee has exe 
cuted the necessary documents the Deputy Registrar of Co -operative Societi 
es will draw and disburse the loan amount. 

13. Amounts to be deposited in a treasury or Co-operative Bank :-The announ : 
so drawn shall be deposited either in the local treasury in Public Account or 
in a Co -operative Bank, in the name of the Society and shall be operated 
upon by the President of the society according to necessity , on cheques 
countersigned by the Deputy Registrar of Co -operative Societies. 

14. Repayment of loan :-The loan amount shall be repaid as follows: 

(i) All loans shall be repaid in 8 equal annual instalments, the first 
instalment being payable 2 years from the date of the di awal of the loan ; 
subsequent instalments shall be paid on the corresponding datos of the suc 
ceeding years. The interest accrued on the entire loan outstanding on the 
date of payment of each instalmentwill be paid along with it. 

(ii ) In respect of loans issued for short and medium term purposes the 
society shall be given the loan on long term basis but the society shall issue 
it only on short and medium term basis to its members. 

( iii) The loans shall be repaid in cash into the treasury on separate 
chalans for principal and interest countersigned by the Deputy Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies. 

15. Date from which interest is to be said :-Interest shall accruefrom the 
date of disbursement of the loan . 

16. Extension of time for repayment of loan : - It shall be open to the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies to sanction extension of time for repay . 
ment of any instalment up to a maximum of six months. 

17. Amounts to be recovered for violation of conditions - If at any time the 
Deputy Registrar of Co -operative Societies is satisficd that the loarce has 
violated any one or more of the conditions under which the loan has been 


sationea , or that the loan has not been used for the purpose for which it 
was intended ,or that the loanee has committed two consecutive defaults in the 
payment of the instalments even after the extended period, if any, the 
Deputy Registrar of Co -operative Societies shall after recording in writing 
the grounds for his decision , take steps for the recovery of the entire out 
standing amount of the loan , with interest in lump. 

18. Recovery to be made under the R. R. Act:-All amounts ordered to be 
recovered under rule 17 shall be recoverable as though they are arrears of 
land revenue in accordance with the provisions of the Revenue Recovery 
Act for the time being in force . 

19. Inspection of account books:-Government or any officer authorised 
by them shall have power to call for the accounts of the loanee relating to 
any accounting year and inspect the books. 

20. Maintenance of records :- The Deputy Registrar of Co-operative 
Societies shall be responsible for the proper maintenance of the accounts; 
and registers for watching the recovery of the loan .

DRAFT RULES 


PART I 


GENERAL 


1. Short title. These rules may be called the Kerala Municipalities 
( Taxation and Fees - Forms and Registers) Rules, 1964, 
2. Definitions.- In these rules unless the context otherwise requires ; 

( a ) Act means the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 ( Act 14 of 
1961 ) . 

( b ) Commissioner means, the Commissioner of a Municipality 
appointed under sub -section ( 1) of section 19 of the Act. 

( c ) Form means, a form appended to these Rules. 

( d ) Outdoor staff means the staff engaged by a Municipal 
Council for assessment and collection of taxes and fees due to it and 
also such staff employed for the supervision of the work . 

( e ) Revenue Officer means, the Officer appointed in a Munici 
pality with that designation and if there is no Officer of that designa 
tion in the Municipal establishment, the Revenue Inspector in charge of 
the work . 

3. Commissioner s responsibilities in Maintaining Registers.-- The Com 
missioner shall maintain or cause to be maintained the forras and 
registers prescribed in these rules for the levy and collection of taxes 
and fees under the laws governing such taxes or fees, 


prestrived . Any form or register pre 
scribed in these rules may be supplemented altered or modified if found 
necessary in any case, with the previous sanction of the Government. 

5. Stock account of forms and registers. - The Commissioner shall 
maintain or cause to be maintained a stock account in Form T. F. No. 1 
for accounting the receipt, issue and balance of the Forms and Registers. 
Separate Registers or separate sets of pages shall be kept for account 
ing the following Forms: 

( 1 ) Money value Forms. 
( 2 ) Taxation Forms and 
( 3 ) Common Forms. 

Verification of the stock of Forms shall be conducted at the en 
of every half year and agreed with the book balance and a certificate 
of verification recorded by the Commissioner . Such veriacation shall 
also be made and certificate of verification recorded whenever there is 
a change in the person having custody of the Forms. 


PART II 


A. ASSESSMENT LISTS 


(i ) PROPERTY TAX 


6. Preparation of assessment lists. - Properties which are subject to 
property tax shall be detailed in the Assessment (Revision ) List in 
Form T.F. No. 2 . The Commissioner or the Revision Officer appointed 
specially for the revision work , shall enter the particulars of the pro 
perties assessable to Property Tax in a ward in a set of forms stitched 
together and the total amount of tax to be assessed in respect of the 
properties in the ward shall be recorded in words and figures over his 
signature. When the revision for all the wards in the Municipality is 
completed, a ward-war abstract of the assessments shall be prepared 
and the total of the assessments recorded and certified by the Commis 
sioner .

7. Additions to assessment lists . - Additions the assessment 
lists due to construction of new buildings etc., shall be reported every 
month by the outdoor Officers in form T.F. No. 2A and the assessments 
shall be investigated and fixed by the Commissioner. The monthly lists 
shall be filed with the list for the half year concerned.

PROFESSION TAX 


8. Preparation of assessment lists.- ( a ) Assessment lists of persons 
or companies and firms liable to be assessed to profession tax shall 
ke prepared in the third month of every half year by the Commissioner 
in Form T. F. No. 3. The total of the assessment for each ward and a 
ward-war abstract shall be worked out and the total assessinent certified 
by the Revenue Officer and by the Commissioner , 


(b ) The out- door Officers shall report monthly, the names of new 
traders or businessmen who are liable to profession tax for the same 
half year, in Form T.F. No. 3A and such persons shall be brought under 
assessment by the Commissioner after necessary further enquiry. 


B. REVISION OF ASSESSMENTS 


9. Register of Revision Petitions.-- Petitions or applications submitted 
by persons liable to pay property tax and profession tax under rule 12 
and rule 22 ( 4 ) of the Rules in Schedule II to the Act respectively shall 
be entered in Registers to be maintained in Form T.F. No. 4 separately 
for property tax and profession tax. The Orders passed by the Com 
missioner or by the Special Officer appointed for the purpose shall be 
registered in the register and on the original petitions simultaneously. 
Petitions received for each half year shall be numbered consecutively . 


C. APPEALS 
10. Register of appeals. - Appeal petitions filed under Rule 24 of the 
Rules, in Schedule II to the Act in respect of Property tax , Profession 
Tax and Tax on animals , vessels or vehicles shall be numbered separately 
and entered in the Register to be maintained for each category of tax 
in Form T. F. No. 5 . 

11. Recording of orders on appeals. - The orders passed by the Council 
or by the Standing Committee if empowered in this behalf shall be recorded 
in the Register of appeals and on the original appeals by the Chairman 
of the Council or of the Standing Committee, as the case may be. 

12. Refunds of amounts remitted in appeal.-- The amount of tax 
remitted on appeal by the Council or by the Standing Committee if 
empowered in this behalf shall be refunded or be adjusted to the credit 
of the same tax if due for the year. In case the refund or adjustment 
is not made during the year, the amount shall be transferred to Deposits 
through transfer entry voucher passed by the Commissioner. 


D. DEMAND , COLLECTION AND BALANCE 
13. Property Tax Demand Register.- (i) A register in Form T. F. 
No. 6 shall be maintained to show the demand, collection and balance 
of Property Tax, Tax on lands not exclusively used for agricultural purposes 
and tax on lands used for agricultural purposes. The register provides 
for recording the current Demand for five years in one volume. 

(ii) A Demand Register shall be opened immediately after the general 
revision of tax and shall be written up with all particulars of Demand 
from the Assessment Lists. The amount of the Assessment or Demand 
for the first half year with effect from which the revision is given effect 
to shall be posted from the Assessment List. For demand for each of 
the subsequent nine half years of the quinquennium , the demand of the 
_half_year_immediately preceding should be adopted with necessary alte

(ill) Abstract showing the Ward -war totals of the Demand, collection 
and balance shall be prepared at the end of every half year and certified 
by the Revenue Officer, and by the Commissioner. The balance at the 
end of every year shall be carried on to the " Arrear Demand Register" , 
in Form T.F.No. 9 . 


14. Mutation Register.- ( a ) All permanent changes made during the 
course of a year, by the Commissioner or by the Council in the assess 
ment of property tax, after the Demand Register for the year has been 
written up shall be shown in the Mutation Register in Form T. F.No. 7 . 

( b ) Postings in the Mutation Register shall be made with reference 
to the Register of Revision petitions and Register of Appeals and the 
Resolutions of the Council passed under Rule 25 of the Rules in Schedule 
II to the Act, as also the Notice of demolition of buildings and monthly 
lists of new constructions submitted by out-door Officers and brought to 
assessment by the Commissioner . The entries in the Register shall be 
numbered consecutively and necessary alteration noted in the Department 
Register quoting the item Number of the Mutation Register. The total 
of the alterations for each half year should be struck and attested by 
the Revenue Officer and the Commissioner. 


15. Profession Tax Demand Register.- ( a ) Demand Register in Form 
T.F. No. 8 shall be maintained to show the Demand, Collection and 
balance of Profession Tax. The Demand shall be entered as soon as 
the assessment for the half year is finalised and approved by the Com 
missioner in respect of all the wards in the Municipality. As far as 
possible, tax payers living in the same Street or Ward or attending 
the same place of business or trade shall be shown together. Alterations 
made in the current Demand on Revision petitions or Appeals should be 
noted in red ink and attested by the Revenue Officer or the Commissioner 
quoting the number of the order or Council Resolution under which the 
alteration is made. 


( b ) Collection of current taxes should be posted against the demand, 
the excess collection being noted below the tax amount. If the amount 
collected is less than the tax due, it should not be posted against the 
demand but taken to deposit and the assessee informed accordingly. 

( c ) Page-war totals of the Demand , Collection and Balance shall be 
struck and the total for the half year arrived at and written in words 
and figures over the signature of the Revenue Officer and the Commissioner. 


The Balance in the register at the end of the second half year shall 
be the total balance outstanding for collection for the year, that is, 
balance at the end of the first half year plus demand for the second half 
year minus collection and write off during the second half year. This 
balance at the end of the year shall be carried over to the Arrear Demand 
Register for the next year. 

16.. Arrier Demand Registers.-- (a ) Arrears of property tax, profession 
tax Advertiraman. 


stax outstanding at the end of each year shall be carried on to the Arrear 
Demand Registers from the concerned Demand Register. The Register 
shall be maintained in Form T. F.No. 9. Separate register shall be main 
tained for each category of tax. The Demand in the Arrear Demand 
Registers shall be agreed with the balance outstanding in the Demand 
Registers for the previous year and a certificate to that effect shall be 
recorded by the Revenue Officer and the Commissioner. 

( b ) Arrears of taxes shall be shown year -wise and collections posted 
against the respective demand in the Register. At the end of the hall 
year, the Demand, Collection and Balance under the arrears shall be 
worked out year-war and the total recorded in words and tigures over 
the signature of the Revenue Officer and the Commissioner . 

( c ) Arrears of taxes shall be shown year-wise and collections posted 
against the respective demand in the Register. At the end of the half 
year, the Demand, Collection and Balance under the arrears shall be 
worked out year-war and the total recorded in words and figures over 
the signature of the Revenue Officer and the Commissioner . 

( d ) The items and balance outstanding at the end of the year shall 
be carried over to the Arrear Demand Register for the next year. 


E. REMISSIONS AND WRITE OFF 


17. Register or writes off and remissions. - Particulars of all writes off 
and remissions of taxes and fees due to the Council granted by the Com 
missioner , the standing Committee and the Council , shall be recorded 
in the " Register of writes off and remissions", in Form T. F. No. 10. 
Remissions of taxes granted on appeals and on account of vacancy 
notified shall not be booked in this register. Separate pagos should be 
set apart for each kind of tax or fees and the register shall be closed 
for every half year under the authority of the Commissioner. 

18. Register of vacancy remissions.- (a ) Remissions of taxes granted 
on account of vacancy of buildings shall be recorded in the "Register , 
of vacancy Remissions" maintained in Form T. F. No. 11. 

(b ) The vacancy remission granted for every half year shall be 
totalled and the total certified by the Commissioner. 


F. DEMAND NOTICE FEE , WARRANTS, DISTRAINT AND 

PROSECUTIONS 


19. Register of Demand notice , Warrants and Distraint. The amount 
due to the Council on account of fee for the demand notices and warrants 
issued to the defaulters under rule 31 ( 1 ) and Rule 32 ( 1 ) of the rules in 
Schedule II to the Act and the fee and expenses incurred in the event 
of distraint effected under rule 32 of the above rules, shall be shown 
in the " Register of Demand Notice, Warrants and Distraint" maintained 


20. Register of distraint properties .--- The details of the properties 
seized and distrained together with the nature of disposal of the pro 
perties and sale -proceeds shall be shown in the Register of Distraint 
Properties in Form T. F. No. 12A . 


21. Prosecution Register.- Particulars of prosecutions launched by the 
Council against defaulters of taxes and parties committing offences shall 
be noted in the " Prosecution Register" maintained in Form T.F. No. 12B . 


PART III 


OTHER TAXES AND FEES 


22. Advertisement tax Register.- " Advertisement Tax Register " in 
form T. F.No. 13 shall be maintained for noting the rates levied and 
collected in respect of the advertisements which are subject to taxation . 

23. Show tax Register . - The levy and collection of show tax shall be 
accounted for the " show tax Register " to be maintained in Form T. F. 
No. 14. The balance outstanding collection at the end of the year shall 
be carried over to the Arrear Demand Register for the next year. 

24.. List of taxable animals , vessels and vehicles.- ( a ) The Commis 
sioner shall maintain in Form T. F. No. 15 a half- yearly list of animals, 
vessels and vehicles subject to taxation under the Act. The Demand, 
Collection and Balance of the tax shall be entered in this list . The 
Demand column of the list shall be filled in with reference to the preli 
minary list submitted by the outdoor officers in Form T. F. No. 15A and 
the table of animals, vessels or vehicles returned by the persons concerned 
under section 122 of the Act . The list shall be supplemented if found 
necessary in the course of the half year with reference to the quarterly 
list of new animals, vessels or vehicles furnished by the out-door officers 
in Form T.F.No. 15B . On realisation of the tax due, the number and 
date of issue of the licence to parties under section 123 of the Act shall 
be entered in the Register. 

(b ) The register shall be closed every half year and the Demand, 
Collection and Balance for the half year shall be recorded in words and 
figures and certified by the Revenue Officer and the Commissioner. 
25. Miscellaneous Demand Register. - The Demand collection 

and 
balance in respect of Duty on Transfer of Properties shall be watched 
through the "Miscellaneous Demand Register" to be maintained in Form 
T.F. No. 16. Receipts from Markets, cart stands, Bus stand, and Revenue 
yielding properties which are leased out and those collected depart 
mentally and the amounts due to the Council from decrees awarded by 
Courts and the dues for services rendered shall be entered in the Miscel 
laneous Demand Register. In the case of Departmental collection, the 
collection during the year shall be taken as the Demand for the year. 

26. Miscellaneous sales Register. - All sales other than the lease rights 
on the properties conducted by the Municipal Council shall be recorded

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27. Register of immovable properties.- Properties and rights vested 
in the Municipal Council shall be shown in the " Register of Immovable 
Properties" maintained in Form T. F. No. 18 and the Revenue yielding 
properties shall be shown separately in the Register of Revenue yielding 
Properties to be maintained in Form T. F. No. 18A . 

28. Suit Register .--All suits instituted by the Municipal Councils 
against parties who have defaulted payment of dues to the Council and 
suits in which the Municipal Council is impleaded shall be entered in the 
" suit register " to be maintained in Form T. F. No. 19. 

29. Departmental collection of revenue. - When certain kinds of revenue 
are managed departmentally instead of leasing out the rigat for definite 
periods, the collection of such revenue shall be made by means of tickets 
printed locally in foil and counter- foil and in different colours for different 
rates, the rates being printed in block letters on the tickets . Tickets so 
printed shall be bound in books of 100 and shall be machine-numbered 
consecutively . The stock and issue of such ticket books shall be shown 
in proper stock accounts. The tickets shall be stamped with the Councils 
common seal before they are issued to the Municipal subordinates for 
collection . 

30. Departmental Collection Register. - The " Departmental collection 
Register " in two parts shall be maintained in Form T. F. No. 20. The 
first part shall show the number and value of each kind of tickets 
received from the Press or returned by the collecting subordinates, those 
issued to the bill collectors and the balance in office. The entries relating 
to receipt shall be attested by the Commissioner or his delegate and the 
entries relating to the issues attested by the recipient subordinate. The 
stock balance shall be verified periodically at least once in a month with 
the book balance and the certificate of verification recorded by the Com 
missioner or his delegate. 

( b ) The second part of the register shall form a ledger account for 
each subordinate entrusted with the collection of revenue by means of 
the tickets . The account shall be debited with the number and value of 
each kind of ticket books issued and shall be credited with the amount 
collected and paid into the Municipal Office. The counterfoils of books 
completely used shall be returned to the Municipal Office . 


LICENSES AND PERMISSION FOR TRADES AND FACTORIES 


31. The preliminary list of places used for purposes for which licence 
is required .- (a ) The outdoor Officers shall submit in the first week of 
every half year a preliminary list of places used for purposes for which 
license is required , in Form T. F. No. 21. 

(b ) Applications received for the grant of permissions and licences 
for dangerous and offensive trades and factories shall be entered in the 
annual list of licences and checked with the preliminary list submitted 
by the outdoor officers. The annual list shall be maintained in 


Form T. F. No. 22 . The list shall be supplemented by the monthly list of 
new trades submitted by the outdoor officers. The monthly list shall be in 
Form T. F. No. 23. 

32. Register of Miscellaneous licences. The issue of licences and 
collection of licence fees shall be noted in the "Register of Miscellaneous 
Licences " maintained in Form T. F. No. 24. The licence issued should be 
numbered consecutively when entered in the register of Miscellaneous 
Licences. The conditions subject to which the licence is granted shall be 
printed on a statement and supplied to the licensee along with the licence . 

33. Miscellaneous Receipt Register. - Other receipts or fees realised by 
the Municipal Councils shall be entered in a register called "Miscellaneous 
Receipt Register " to be maintained in Form T. F. No. 25.
